Written by a former presi- 
dent of the National association of credit men, and designed for the 
inexperienced wholesale credit man. Has advantage of topical division 
and a chapter on foreign credits over Meyer, Mercantile credits and col- 
lections (Booklist, 16:118, Ja 20) Meyer’s book, however, is more 
detailed in regard to collections and bankruptcy procedure. Does not 
emphasize legal aspect as does Hagerty, Mercantile credit (Booklist, 
10:309, Ap 14) Beebe, Retail credits and collections (Booklist, 15:251, 
Ap 19) is also more explicit in regard to collections and is addressed to 
the retailer.

21-18420) devotes less space to the problems and machinery 
of marketing but deals thoroughly with the history of farmers’ organiza- 
tions, cooperative societies, and political efforts. Both authors are profes- 
sors of agricultural economics in the University of Wisconsin.
